They had entered Bolivia illegally by truck 
and had a quantity of money in their possession, These individuals were:

6. Agramonte had in his possession the sum of 40,000 soles in cashier's cheeks 
of the Arequipa branches of the Baneo Popular del Peru and the Banco Inter» 
nacional. del Feru. He also had two blank checks signed by himself. He claims 
to be an importer of automobiles and to have cone to Bolivia on business. Tho 
police suspected the three of being involved in conspiracy against the Bolivian 
government and planned to deport them to Peru,
